"EXPLAINS" BYRD INTERVIEW

lined "A Commendable 
Coarse." 

In recent publication in the 
daily papers, Judge J. J. C. Bach, 
of counsel for the alleged assassins 
of J. B. Marcum, on trial at 
Beattyville, was reported as having 
made an otter on behalf of the Har- 
rises, Callahan and others to A. 
Floyd Byrd, to stop the political 
fight of the Breathitt junta on 
Byrd and allow him to go Oon- 
gress, provided he would let up 
his prosecution of Breathitt feud- 
ists. Judge Bach while here on 
legal business yesterday, denied 
that he made the reported offer.. 
His explanation, how ever, is so 
similar to what the papers reported 
in the first instances' that it is 
interesting to say the least. Here 
is how Bach explains it : 

"I never made any such propos- 
ition to Mr. Byrd, and never had 
any such proposition to make to 
him, nor was I over authorized to 
make »uch proposition to him, and 
I am sure that it would not have 
been accepted or entertained if I 
offered it'. 

'Senatar A. H. Maris was talking 
to me about what would be a com 
mendable course for Mr. Byrd to 
take in the ptoaecution of Breathitt 
caaee, and also in regard to his 
future political prospects; that 
Mr. Byrd should come into Breatn- 
itt county and help to bury the 
hatred and animosities between the 
factions here, and join in the can 
vaes in fav<»r of Congressman Hop- 
kins and help to carry the county 
for him and help to get the fusion 
and discordant elements in the 
county to support Hopkins; that 
Byrd should advise the dismissal 
of the Breathitt prosecutions and 
wipe them off the various court 
dockets; that he should dismiss 
the MarcumHargis damage suit 
in Clark county and acoept a com- 
promise for it, and conduct him- 
self In euch a manner as to restore 
him to his former political stand- 
ing in this section in order that be 
might run for Congress for the 
naxt term. He talked with me 
along these lines, but he never sent 
to Byrd a proposition through me 
looking to such settlement."— Lex 
ington Leader.

New Motor Car Its Own Engine. 

The electric storage battery mo- 
tor car, made for the Missouri and 
Kansas Interurban Railway Com- 
pany, started Tuesday 7th from 
the Baltimore and Ohio Station in 
Philadelphia under its own power 
on the long journey half way across 
the continent. 

Never before has an electric car 
been manufactured that could be 
operated with success except with 
trolley or third rail system. 
This one is its own locomotive, 
can be run on any tracks that wUI 
9t the wheels. There are no wires, 
no power houses, none of the para- 
phernalia counected with electric 
traffic. The new car was subjected 
to a rigid test on the Baltimore and 
Ohio between Philadelphia and 
Wilmington and acquitted itself to 
the satisfaction of its builders, 
maintaining an average speed of 
fifty five miles an hour and never 
running short of power. 

Large storage batteries are the 
direct drivers of the car. The car 
carries its own power bouse 
gasoline engine with a dynamo that 
stores up electricity in the batter 
ies when the car is going down 
grade, running slowly or standing 
still/ 

The new car measures fifty two 
feet nine inches, with a seating 
capacity for forty two persons. 

The Chicago and Alton Railroad 
Company has ordered six of the 
cars. The Brazil government 
ordered fifteen of the cars at"a cost 
of 118.000 each.

DRAMSHOPS TO PAT ROAD TAX

Gov. Folk will ask the next Gen 
sral Assembly to pass a law by 

which the retail liquor interests 
will be taxed for the benefit of the 
public highways. He plans 
have each dramshop pay a State 
license of $200 a year, the fund 
created to be used to build good 
roads, beginning with two great 
free highways across the State, 
one fmm Kansas City to St. Louis, 
the other from Iowa to the Ar- 
kansas line. 

Other legislation to be asked for 
as outlined by the Governor in- 
cludes giving the executive power 
creating the ollice of State Ex- 
cise Commissioners, with power to 
revoke dramshop licenses; refus- 
ing brewers and distillers the right 
to an interest in saloons. 



Indictmect Returned Against the 
Standard Oil Company. 

An indictment charging the 
Standard Oil Company with re 
ceiving rebates in the form of noa 
payment of storage charges to 
certain railroad companies, was re- 
turned by the Federal grand jury, 
session in Chicago, Illinois, 
no officials of the company and no 
raHroad companies or officers being 
lined. 

This is the case investigated by 
the gran t jury in Cleveland, Ohio, 
Where it was found that the grand 
jury had no jurisdiction. 
„ The indictment contains nine- 
teen counts. The true bill comes 
under the Eikins law, which pro- 
vides a fine of from 91,000 to $20, 
000 for each violation.

Borbs only a trifle more than six 
tenths of a gallon, and, finally, 
the Norwegian, who occupies a 
proud eminence* as the most ab- 
stemious man in the world, bare- 
ly exceeds a modest half gallon 
of the stuff in a twelve-month's 
potations. It might be added 
for the sake of definiteness that 
the average person in the United 
States annually drinks one and 
a third gallons of proof spirits 
(which are 50 per cent, alcohol), 
one-third of a gallon of wine and 
Ui'4 gallons of malt liquors, 
chiefly beer.

PREVENTION OP 

TYPHOID FEVER. 

Bales TelliBQ How to AvoiAthe 
Fatal Disease Issued by the 
State Board ot Health. 

The btate Board of heahh La* 
issued a circular in regard to the 
prevention of typhoid fever. The 
fever season is now approaching, 
and the following rules have been 
prepared by Dr. J- M. Mathews, 
President, and Dr. J. N. McCor. 
mack, Secretary : 

L When it is known or 
pected that a person has typhoid 
fever he should be placed in a large, 
well ventilated room, with the win- 
dows and doors well screened, and 
such preparation should be made 
from the first day lor the thorough 
and systematic disinfection ol aU 
discharges from the bowels and 
kidneys as will protect other mem 
bersofthe family, the attendants 
and the community. 

2. A solution of chloride of lime, 
eight ounces to the Rallon of Wi 
should be provided in quantity, 
and a quart «f this should be put 
in the bed pan or vessel each time 
before it receives the discharges, 
and should be well stirred and al- 
lowed to stand in the vessel at 
least an hour before it is buried . 
An equivalent solution or creolin, 
or a thick whitewash made from 
the fresh quicklime, may be used 
in the same way when the chloride

8. Soiled bed or body linen 
should remain in the chloride of 
lime solution for a hour and may 
then be safely put in the family 
wash. Soiled paper or clothes 
used about the patient should be 
immediately burned. Attendente 
should wash the hands frequently 
and the lips, and rinse the mouth 
always before eating. No one 
should partake of any food which 
has stood in the sick room. All of 
these precautions should be con 
tinned until the recovery is com 
plete and until all diarrhoea hai 
ceased. 

"Typhoid fever is not contagious 
in the sense commonly understood, 

and if the precautions above indi, 
cated are faithfully and inteili 
gently carried out, a case may be 
treated in any family or comm 
nitv with perfect safety. If others 
have the disease, it will be because 
they were infected from the same 
source as the patient, or eontracl 
ed it elsewhere. The same pre 
cautions should be observed ic 
dysentery and all other diarrhoeal 
diseases, including summer com- 
plaint in children. 

5. All well water and unfiltered 
water from rivers druining inbabit 
ed areas, where typhoid fever and 
diarrhoeal diseases are likely to 
occur at any lime, and milk stored 
in cans or vessels washed in such 
water, should be looked upon as 
luspicioui

He 
visited Illinois, Indiana, Missouri 
and Iowa and has prepared special 
reports on Kansas and Nebraska. 
Id speaking of bis trip he said: 

"I believe that the United States 
will have a larger harvest of grain 
of all sorts than ever before and 
will market it at a better price, 
considering the size of the crops. 
The wheat crop in the six States 
in whicb I have personally made 
investigation will be magnificent. 
Kansas has a wheat crop of about 
t»0 000,000 bushels. Last year it 
produced 87,000,000 bushels. In 
Kansas and Nebraska a corn crop 
on as large a soale as ever before is 
practically assured. Iowa will 
produce 350,000,000 bushels of 
corn. In Missouri, with the excep- 
tion of four counties will have 
great corn crops."

Exports and Imports of Tobacco 
for loath of Jtuo. 

The fiscal year 1005-'06 dosed 
with a fair month's business done 
in June. The exports were not ae 
heavy as in June. 1906, but the loss 
was overcome by the gain in im- 
ports over June, 1905. In Leaf 
Tobacco the total exports amounted 
to 15,871,278 pounds, a loss of 6, 
947,415 pounds, .or 31 per cent. 

The exports of Cigars also show 
a loss. Cigarettes gained 28,340, 
000, or 18 per cent., and Plug To- 
bacco 127,421 pounds, or 21 per 
cent, over June, 1905. The total 
value of all Domestic exports for 
the month was $2,149,681, a loss of 
$408,757, or 15 per cent, as com- 
pared with June, 1905. 

The imports of Wrapper Leaf, 
though of a fair volume, are smaller 
than the receipts for the past two 
years. As compared with June, 

1905, there is shown to be a falling 
off of 210,728 pounds, or 18 per 
cent. The Filler imports for June, 

1906, are larger than the average 
month's business, and show a gain 

the same month of last year of 
747,576 pounds, or 21 per cent.
